Hereinafter, the present invention will be explained by way of 
Examples. 
(Example l) 

This Example relates to the invention claimed in claims 1 and 2. 

20 Figure 1 is a view showing a configuration of a KANJI (Chinese character) 
converter according to one Example of the present invention. In Figure 1, 
reference numeral 1 denotes an input part; 2 denotes a control part; 3 denotes 
a display part; 4 denotes a text buffer; 5 denotes a character conversion part; 
6 denotes a dictionary detection part; 70 denotes a basic dictionary; 71 

25 through 70+n denote respective special dictionaries; 81 denotes a dictionary 
management part; 82 denotes a dictionary usage recording part; and 90 
denotes a dictionary selection pgirt. Since the configurations and principles 
of the control part 2, the display part 3, the text buffer 4, the basic dictionary 
70 and respective special dictionaries 71 through 70 + n are the same as or 

30 very similar to those of the prior art, the explanations thereof are omitted or 
only simple explanations are given herein unless they are concerned to the 
present invention. The basic dictionary 70 contains basic words 
corresponding to reading codes set as retrieving keys. The dictionary usage 
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recording part 81 records the value of the number of using time or the value 
of a non-used code "X" with a dictionary code as a retrieving key, and records 
words by giving greater priority to words used more frequently than to words 
used less frequently. The respective special dictionaries 71 through 70+n 
5 contain words unique to each special disciphne with respect to a plurahty of 
respective special disciplines and contains words corresponding to the 
respective special disciphnes by setting the reading code as a retrieving key. 
The dictionary selection part 90 decides the respective special dictionary to be 
retrieved and the retrieving order by referring to the using times and the 

10 arranged order of the respective special dictionary recorded in the dictionary 
usage recording part 82. Furthermore, it decides the respective special ' ■ 
dictionary to be retrieved and the retrieving order based on the indication I 
from the dictionary management part 81. The dictionary retrieving part 6 1 
takes out all the correspondin g homophones and word candi dates in I 

15 accordance with the respective spec ial dictionary indicated by the dictionary 
selection part 90 and the retrieving order with the recording code as a 
retrieving key. The dictionary management part 81 updates the recording of 
the number using times of each dictionary and arrangement order recorded 
in the dictionary usage recording part 82 based on the dictionary code for

The character conversion part 5 converts input homop hone strings into 
candidates to be converted of TCATsJfTT fttrinffA and word^ via tI;ie,diction£ 



de tection part 6 and makes the converted KANJI strings and words 
displayed on the display 3 so as to allow a user to select KANJI strings and 

25 words in this state and sends the code of a dictionary that registers KANJI 

strings and words which are judged to be right to the dictionary management 
retrieving part 81. The display part 3 displays homophones and word 
candidates sequentially retrieved by the dictionary retrieving part 61 and 
displays the KANJI strings and words which are judged to be right by a user 

30 in the predetermined position in the sentence being formed.

CONSTITUTION: When phonetic symbol string is 
inputted, an input part 1 segments the reading code of a 
morpheme corresponding to the phonetic symbol to sent 
to a dictionary retrieving part 6. A dictionary usage 
recording part 82 records the using time of each 
dictionary. A dictionary selection part 90 decides the 
retrieving order by giving priority to the dictionary of 
more using times in the respective dictionaries 70 and 
71, which is recorded in the dictionary usage recording 
part 82. A dictionary retrieving part 6 retrieves the 
inside of each dictionary corresponding to the priority 
order by setting the reading code sent from the input 
part . 1 as a retrieving key and detects all the 
corresponding homophones and word candidates. A 
character conversion part 5 makes a display part to 
display the detected homophones "and word candidates, 
makes a user to confirm right conversion and sends the 
code of a dictionary registering the homophone and word 
which are judged to be right to a dictionary managing 
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
